Mr. D. remarked, as there was no proper place to

which to refer these resolutions, and as they were mere
declaration* of thanks lo Captain ingiaham for what he
tlid, without asserting anything in relation to the citi¬
zenship of Koszta, he hoped the Hou»e would pass them
without discussion ; and if no one wished lo discuss
them, he w ould ask lor the previous question.Mr. HOUSTON explained that the Committeo on For¬
eign Affairs had simply claused the resolution so as lo
pre.-ent him with a medal instead of with a sword.
Mr. BAYLY, of Virginia, said that the committee had

not only changed the testimonial from a sword lo a medal,
because they thought that the conduct of Captain Ingra-hain was rather civil than military, but they changed the
resolution so as to avoid all questions about citizenship.Mr. M1LLSON said he was informed that the resolu
lions had been materially altered ; and, as he was anx
ious that any question in relation to foreign m&tlers
?hould be duly considered, he desired the telerence of
the resolutions to the Committee ot the Whole on the
state of the Union.
Mr BAYLY, of Virginia, in reply, said that when the

resolutions were first introduced hy the gentleman from
New York [Mr. Dean] he [Mr. Bai'lyJ took the groundthat they ought to go to the Committee on Foreign Af-
lairs. He did so for reasons which he did not then as¬
sign. He then thought thai il they jot into that commit-
lee, composed ol such gentlemen as the gentleman Irom
Pennsylvania, [Mr. Chandlcu]. who was known to be
uoi only a whig and a federalist, but an editor and a
critic.that after being talked over there the resolutions
would be got nearly right. They had talked them over
and bad hiou&hl them to their present lorm, in which
the commiitee was unanimously agreed. And then hi*
colleague [Mr Millhon} wished tnem logo to the Com¬
mittee of the Whole. Why, the laying ol a complimentamounted to nothing if it was done grudgingly or lar*
dily He contended lhat the question, us a compliment
to Captain lugraham, demanded immediate action He
approved of Captain lugtabam's conduct thoroughly and
entirely ; and il mattered not whether Ko-zla was a citi¬
zen of tlie United States or not. he was entitled to Amer¬
ican protection. He was imprisoned against, and in vio¬
lation of, all law,and he was entitled to American pro¬
tection on the ground ot humanity.Mr. ORU said that, alter the resolutions had undergonethe sciuliny ol bulb democrat and whig members, thej>ad be«n brought lorward in a lorm which did not com
mil the government to any principle lo which all the par-
lies in the United States were not willing lo sut».cribe
For Congress lo return thanks, it whs not necessary that
the thanks should De stated as being liaised upon other rea¬
sons lhaa those sonisiiied in the resolutions in their pres¬ent lorm. Captain Infrnham had cause) the American
Hag lo he respected on every sea and on every land on
the lace of Ue globe. He was, thercfoie, a-to.iished

lie concurred fully in the position* taken by the Secrt-
tary of State in the matter; and he thought thai the ex¬

vor of the immediate paw-are of the resolution*.

Mr. KlCHAltDSON piei-uined that there was not in the

would suggest that the testimonial would be more acceptable to Captain 1 graham bun.'slt, if it were to be seen
that it wa« ihe result of mature deliberation, rather than
the spontaneous outburst of inconsideralioii.
Mr BAYLY, of Virginia, asked if his colleague would

allow bun to suggest thai «hen the resolution* had
undetgone tl.e investigation of the committee to winch

Alter some word* in reply from Mr. MJLLSON,Mr. lilLL\ EU said l>e did not think that Capt. Ingraham, on sc< '.nut ol the rnoial character of hi* conduct,
w«» particularly entitled to the protection or thanks of
the government. He did not think thru the energy o! theunited republic should he exerted on the nieri ly moral as-
pent of the qurni.il lie thought they should let Ihe
country know that there were other and, in his judgment,better rias -tis than those advanced liy the gentlemanfrom Virginia [Mr. Bayly] for tendering the thanks ol
the country to Capt Ingraham. He, therefore, would

Mr. PHILIPS. Mr. Speaker, I shall vote for tbe

resolution reported by the Committee on Korean Allans,
not because i approve tin- term* ol it, but because it id
the bent now ottered to us

I mnit, however, be |«rmitted to say that, in my judg¬
ment, the committee have emasculated the original reso¬
lution. They have taken from it all its vigor and man¬
hood, and given us a weak and poor substitute. Out of
the open and hold resolution applauding Curtain lngra-
hain lor "vindicating the right ot American citizenship,"
we are now treated to one which places the thanks of
ibis nation upon the grouu I ot personal gallantry and
humanity.
We are not left in doubt an to how far the resolution

was intended to cover the principle involved in the case;
for we have the out-spoken declaration* of the chairman,
[Mr Havi.v.) and the eloquent gentleman from Pennsyl¬
vania, [Mr. Chandler,] that tbe resolution was pur-

{toseIy ao framed that wtiile it applauded Captain Ingra-
lain lor bin gallantry, it avoided the debateable question
as to how tar Koszta was legally entitled to the protec¬
tion he received by virtue of his inchoate citizenship.
For one, Mr, 1 should much have preferred a bold and
open avowal of principle, even at tbe hazard of a divis¬
ion hi this Houce, to a poor compromise with unanimity.

Let me ask, Mr. Speaker, whence comes this resolu¬
tion ? No one who has observed events can for one
imi.nent suppo.-e it originated in this House. It is but a
reiitx of the popular judgment long since declared. It
but gives "form and pleasure" to tbe great movement
winch agitated the public mind when the act of Ingra-
ham wum first heralded on our shores. And what, sir,
wai the foundation of this agitation What was it that
so moved the American heart to its lowest depth** t Can
an> one believe that this was all the result ol a mere
act ot humanity in leleasiugan individual Irom imprison¬
ment ? No, sir ; tar deeper lies the cause of the national
approval ft rests upon the broader basis, that an Amer¬
ican officer, hi a foreign country, without instructions
i»..m lb* Loma anvm ijuii'iit) and under circumstances of
great tnal, Isad tbe wisdom to recogntse eight of
Koe;:ta to Americas protection,, and tbe energy to declare
that he should have it at all harards. It Was not the in¬
troduction of a new policy, but the manly assertion of a
well-established tight, enlorced conspicuously upon the
attention of tiie European governments, that has given
to tbe act the public importance which has attached to it.
And now, Mr. Speaker, Jet me a*k, why should we

separate the act ol Ingraham irom the gouml of its vindi¬
cation ? (lis name is now historical ; it U properly as¬
sociated in the minds of our people with a great political
principle, winch is destined to embajm it, and those who
would disassociate them are unjust to him, to the event,
arid to tbe expectation of our people.
While the resolution was intended to withhold all com¬

mitment upon the principle of protection, it invokes a
legislative approval of the act upon the ground o! its
humanity. This is not a sufficient cause for the action
of the national legislature. Mere acts of humanity or
personal gallantry are not so rare in our navy as io ex¬
cite ourecial wonder," or to call for this extraordinary
testimonial of tbe government.

In the exercise ol the feelings of humanity, Ingraham
may have chosen to hazard Iris own persoual safety; but
when he proceeds to j«opan' the lives of the men who
were intrus'ed to bis cue, when he places upon chance
tbe involvement ol his country in all die horrors of war,
be must act upon the principles of duty; he must look to
Hit! right and laws ol his country, and not to the impulses
dictated by the leelinga of humanity.

I have been greatly surprised at the strong evidence of
a great diversity o{ opinion here as to the Itgal fg\t of
koszta to American protection. 1 was not pieparcd for
this, as the indication of public opinion in this country
had Riven assurance ol great unanimity. Citizenship
has been spoken ot as a tbinj complete in itself, admit¬
ting of no degrre or modification. Now, it has never been
contended by any one that Kor/.ta was a citizen, in thu
full -ense of tbat term, lor our laws plainly demonstrate
the contrary ; but the residence ol tbe party, and tbe pre¬
liminary oath ol intention, give to him an incip'ent citi¬
zenship, which would in due. time ripen into lull citizen¬
ship; ani ttiis conation bound him to eWteact to lha
govern nent, and entitled him to the correlative obliga¬
tions of pru(tc!itn from the government. Without dis¬
puting about words, but looking to the right involved,
1 apprehend, w hatever differences of opinion may here
spring up, the judgment ol this country is irrevocably de¬
termined. Let not the oppressed foreigner, therefore,
fleeing from governmental peisecution, tear that when
once lie has landed upon our shores, a-td entered upon
tbe duties of a citizen, that the laws of our country or
the will of our people will prove inadequate to his pro¬
tection, here cir elsewhere.
Mr. BARRY moved to amend th-,* resolutions by in¬

Mr SMITH, of Virginia, remarked that if there was

an opinion wi.ich coulu be more valued than any other,
it u ae thai which wait expretmcJ by matura deliberation.
He iiel.tvrd thai the Committee on Foreign Affairs had
skulked the nueeii jh. declaring it was done to avoid com-
uiiisneot to auv principle whatever.

Mr. UAYLY, ol Virginia, declared the committee bad
made no mcu assertion.

Alter munf <inun(>ortant debate,
Air. SMITH, of New Yotk, in reply to some remark*
